Pars, March 2. Letters of the 18th of February 
from the Camp before Verue, import, that notwith- 
ftanding the bad Weather which {till continued feve- 
ral new Batteries were rais’d, that 34 new Pieces 
of heavy Cannon and 16 Mortars would be ready tb 
fire the 1gth. and that in a little Time all things 
would be ready for a general Affaulr. The 28th of 
February, late in the Night, an Expref{s from the Duke 
of Vendome brought Advice to his Majefty, that on 
the 1ft of March, at 2a Clock in the Morning, he 
would make a general Affault upon Verue, with 60 
Companies of Grenadiers, fuftain’d by the Infantry 
and Dragoons of the Army, with-flying Colours, while 
the Cavalry fhould give the Enemy other Employ- 
ment. The Duke of Vendome writes likewife, that 
at Turin they are in an inexpreffible Confternation, 
and that he is well inform’d the Duke of Savoy's 
Army, the Germans being included, confifts of no 
more than 6000 Men. The Marfhal de Theffe, in a 
Letter to the King, from the Camp before Gibraltar, 
dated Feb, 11. writes, that having taken a View of 
the Works againft the Place, he approves them; and 
that he judges it worth while to continue the Siege ; 
being in Hopes, that with the Reinforcements of Men, 
Cannon, and Ammunition, that are arriv’d in the 
Camp ; confidering befides how chearful and hearty 
the Troops are, the Siege cannot mifs of a fpeedy and 
fuccefsful Ifue.
